The procedure for obtaining this ad- 


ditional representation presents some 
practical but far from insurmountable 
problems.

ly show the extent of the wet majority 
in Wisconsin. The question submitted 
did not give the voter a chance to ex- 
press his opinion of prohibition. Thou- 
sands of people voted against the repeal 
of the Severson act although express- 
ing the hope that the entire prohibi- 
tion business was at the bottom of the 
Caribbean, and because they consid- 
ered it Wisconsin's duty to keep the 
enforcement law as long as the amend- 
ment stayed in the constitution of the 
United States.

STALIN TO WRITE 


Joseph Stalin, Russian dictator, is 


to write a book. Report is that aa 
American publisher has induced this 
most uncommunicative man to emerge 
from behind the wall of secrecy which 
has always surrounded him. 


One of the' outstanding characteris- 


tics of all writings on Russia by non- 
Russian visitors and students—wheth- 
er pro or anti Soviet—has been the in- 
ability of most of them to penetrate 
far into the human side of Soviet lead- 
ers. Usually, the conventional, cut- 
and-dried statements made by Soviet 
officials, rather than being an expres- 
sion of their real selves, seem to pre- 
sent them not as living men but al- 
most as abstractions. 


Many have claimed that the theme 


of Stalin's life has been a struggle for 
power. Certainly it was his unflinch- 
ing will-power- and unrivaled conspira- 
tive genius, acquired in the ruthless 
school of Lenin, that enabled him, by 
manoeuverings, to overthrow Trotsky, 
Zinoviev, Kamenev and numbers of 
other Communist leaders who stood in 
his way, to make himself master of 
Russia. 


Stalin has become, as Lenia was be- 


fore him, the "Man of Destiny" in Rus- 
sian Communism. To many he seems 
like some strange mechanism, some 
robot—soulless and inhuman—verita- 
bly "Man of Steel." As one analyst of- 
his character puts it: "Stalin cannot 
help identifcjring Russia with the prole- 
tariat, the proletariat with the Commu- 
nist party, the Communist party with 
its political bureau and the political 
bureau witb,'himself." 


Stalin has been depicted as a cold, 


ruthless, hard-faced political boss with 
a slow, non-creative mind, a dislike 
of talk and'publicity and a brutal lack 
of scruple. He very seldom gives vent 
to self expression except to represent 
himself 
as -the 
"mouthpiece" of 


Lenia- whose disciple he claims to be. 


It has taken the salesmanship of an 


American publisher, combined perhaps 
with the recent verbosity of Trotsky 
whom Stalin Mtes, to bring him out 
of his shell and into public print. 


What an-interesting story might re- 


sult should this man, free from all sus- 
picion of canned propaganda on the 
- Soviet gospel, give truthful expression 
to his ambitions and his innermost 
- thoughts on the state of society in 
wbicfr he now finds himself the ruling 
spirit, more powerful than the most 
autocratic of czars. 


TAXES AND OTHER THINGS

with wh.icb.Tve play concerning income 
taxes, and the uncertainty of that 
source of revenue in times when rev- 
enue 'is needed most. 


For instance, during- the year 1930 


federal receipts from income taxes 
were, in round figures, 2j^ billions. 
With its finger upon the pulse of the 
country and in daily contact with all 
internal revenue bureaus, the treasury 
department 
estimates that the pro- 


posed new law, although it greatly in- 
creases the rates on incomes, will pro- 
duce scarcely over a billion dollars, 
and this of course because incomes are 
as dependable as a thermometer in 
March. 


When the country is going along 


gaily in times of "unparalleled pros- 
perity"' and people's incomes are at 
floodtide from all sources the govern- 
ment shares the general prosperity in 
its income tax receipts, but when its 
revenues are Tieeded most because of 
the many demands upon it due to busi- 
ness depression its actual receipts from 
income taxes have shrunk over 60 per 
cent. 


That is why it may be-found neces- 


sary to invoke the sales tax. If this 
law is passed by congress instead of 
viewing the situation with gloomy 
downcast _.&5en, it may be better to 
turn to •Benjamin Franklin, the great 
American sage, who commented upon 
a somewhat similar condition following 
the Revolutionary war, in this wise: 


"The taxes are indeed very heavy, and 


if those laid on by the government -were 
the only ones ^e had to pay we might 
more' easily discharge them; but •«•« 
nave many others and ianc!i more 
grievous to some of cs. "We are taxed 
twice as much by our idJeaess, three 
times as mach by our pride, and four 
times as much by our folly; and from 
tfe«» tares tthe commissjoaers cannot 
ease or deliver TLS, by aBo-Kin? any 
abatement."
